Ratile, and Miss Leech, are two as perfect specimens,of genuine co- 
mie acting as the stage can produce. Fapren, iti Sér Simon Slack, ex- 
hibited some of those exyuisite touches of art, which, to the discrimis 
nating auditor, at onee point out the superior artist, though they may 
be'*‘\caviare to the general.”’~-+The house was well attended.
